BIG DRIVE MAY BE AIMED AT SOVIET CAPITAL 


'Huns Launch Major Offensive 


Big - Scale | 
Operation 
Is Opened 


By The Canadian Press 


A vast new German offen- 
sive, with Moscow perhaps as 
its principal goal and the 
siege of Leningrad subordin- 
ated, appeared to be emerg- 
ing today on the long eastern 
front. 


Authoritative sources in Lon- 
don said the offensive “on a very 
siderable scale” had been 
launched all along the front, 


with the possible exception of the 
Leningrad area where German 
activity seemed to have dwindled. 


The offensive may be the “gigan- 
tic’ operation of which Hille: 
hinted in his Sportspalast speech 
last Friday. Berlin gave no indi- 
cation of the goal of the new drive, | 
but Dienst Aus Deutschland, a 
commentary close to official cir- 
cl said the operations were so 


great as to be “similar to the open- 
ing of a new campaign.”

The Case Of Colette 


Marshal Petain is not to be denied 
a humane motive in saving the life of 
the youth who shot Laval and Deat. 
Nor ean it be supposed he was blind to 
the public reaction that was bound to 
follow if Colette had been guillotined, as 
a Paris court ordered. That would have 
shown the French people there was 
little to choose between the Vichy cab- 
inet and the alien butchers with whom 
the cabinet professes to have made 
willing alliance. 

Laval and Deat did not die; but 
neither did all the German soldiers die 
for attacking whom hostages have been 
shot. Whether humanity or prudence 
had most to do with the Marshal's 
clemency, the line of distinction 1s 
drawn and Frenchmen know it is better 
to be ruled by Frenchmen than by Ger- 
mans, even when both sets of rulers 
profess to be Nazis. The contrast will 
not reconcile the public to the gauleiters, 
while the guillotining of Colette would 
have aroused fierce resentment against 
Vichy. 

The lines have fallen to the aged 
Marshal in difficult places, though they 
are lines of his own choosing. If he 
adopts the brutal methods of his foreign 
allies and masters he will. share the 
hatred they have incurred. If he deals 
mercifully with his unfortunate coun- 
trymen, his mildness will accentuate 
the savagery of these allies, and make 
converts to the cause of Free France.

Nazi shootings and thiev- 
eries and insolence are doing more to 
stir the subject peoples into active re- 
bellion than any amount of anti-Nazi 
propaganda could do.
